dent of the republic of Guatemala. 
The plan, presented for consid­ 
eration by the all-American peace 
conference to be held this summer 
at Buenos Aires, in effect would 
call upon all the nations of Cen­ 
tral and South America for Iheir 
adherence to the Monroe doctrine. 
To preserve peace among 
the 
American nation.s themselves, the 
Guatemalan chief ex ecutive sug­ 
gested a permanent court of in­ 
ter-American 
justice, 
modeled 
generally after the World court at 
the Hague, with jurisdiction 
to 
settle by arbitration all disputes 
among them. 
Draft Covenant Suffcsted. 
President Ubico’s proposals were 
submitted in the form of a sug­ 
gested draft covenant, included 
in his formal acceptance of Ih-esi- 
dent Roosevelt’s invitation to the 
conference. They first must be 
approved 
by 
the 
conference 
agenda, committee 
before 
they 
can become a part of the program. 
He advocated a general treaty 
of “ solidarity and mutual coopera­ 
tion.” It would be an organic sy s­ 
tem of inter-American legislation 
de.signed to maintain peace; pro­ 
mote commerce, advance the de­ 
velopment of communications and 
contribute to the cultural and so­ 
cial welfare 
of 
the 
respective 
countries. 
Mutual Assistance Clauae. 
The proposed mutual assistance 
clause say s 
“ Con.sidering interventions 
or 
aggressions by any foreign power 
against any of them a danger to 
the integrity and sovereignty of 
the nations of this continent, they 
obligate themselves to place a’l 
their resources in defense of tne 
rights of the injured party .” 
The succeeding article would 
proclaim that the “ mutual co-op­ 
eration herein pledged constitutes 
in itself an 
association of the 
American 
republics, 
with 
suf­ 
ficient 
powers 
for 
the 
main­ 
tenance 
inviolate 
of 
American 
rights and interests.” 
Senor 
Don 
Adrian 
Recinos, 
Guatemalan minister to Washing­ 
ton, ex plained that acceptance of 
this provision by the other na­ 
tions would constitute multilatoral 
adherence to the Monroe doctrine, 
now a fundamental principle of 
United States foreign policy .

Monroe 
delivered

warning to powers

com pleted his testim ony bu t 
it 
will not be m ade pu blic officially 
u ntil the com m ittee reports the 
relief bill to the hou se. 
Com mittee m e m be r s qu oted 
Hopkins as saying that all of the 
proposed appropriation wou ld go 
to his w orks progress adm inis­ 
tration ex cept for a lim ited su m 
to Rex ford G. Tu gw ell’s resettle­ 
m ent adm inistration. 
Hopkins, 
com m itteem en 
said, 
testified that 
the proposed 
ap­ 
propriation probably wou ld not 
last 
throu gh 
nex t 
year 
u nless 
bu siness absorbed a large portion 
of the u nem ployed. 
He was re­ 
ported to have said that another 
appropriation was likely 
to be 
asked early in 1937.

which authorizes $410,000,000 in 
loans in the next 10 y ears to car­ 
ry p ower to 1,000.000 farms, wore

moved close to the statute books. 
After p assing the senate p revi­ 
ously , the bill went through the 
house y esterday on a voice vote. 
Because amendments 
had 
been 
added, it went back to the senate 
for further action. 
Its journey through the house 
w ai featured by a sp irit<xl debate. 
Rep . Wadsworth (R-NY) assailed 
some of its p rovisions as showing 
p oor 
business 
judgment, 
while 
Rep . Ray burn (D-Tex) p raised it 
as offering “A little more com­ 
fort and a little more hap p iness 
for the p eop le out there on the 
farms.” 
Authorizes I.{« ns. 
Under the bill, a rural electrifi­ 
cation administration would lend 
to 
states, 
municip alities, 
farm 
oo-op eratives and others, includ­ 
ing p rivate p ower comp anies, to 
build farm p ower lines and make 
in.stallations, 
A $410^00,000 outlay is con­ 
temp lated over ten y ears. For the 
fiscal y ear ending June 30, 1937, 
the authorized exp enditures would 
be $50,000,000, 
with $40,000,000 
set ap art 
for each of 
the next 
nine y ears. 
Projects would have 
to 
be 
.self-liquidating 
over 25 
y ears, and interest rates would 
be set at not less than 3 p er cent. 
Fighting to limit the extent of 
each loan to 85 p er cent of the 
p roject’s value, 
Wadsworth said 
that no other lending agencies 
would think of making 100 p er 
cent loans. 
His effort failed.

Nebraska Sections 
Show Attitude 
Increasing evidence 
that 
Ne­ 
braska farmers desire to make a 
change in their land management 
as a means of conserving the soil 
was foreseen here Friday as the 
second rep ort of county land-use 
committees was released from the 
University of Nebraska college of 
agriculture. 
, 
The rep ort of farmers serving 
on county committees in some 35 
Nebraska counties in the north­ 
eastern and “sandhill” areas fol­ 
lowed one made about one w'oek 
ago for the south-central section 
which showed similar results. The 
land-use study i^ a p art of that 
which has been carried on at the 
college of agriculture for several 
months 
under the 
direction 
of 
A rthur Anderson and G. E. Hen­ 
drix. 
Farmers 
in 
the 
northeastern 
section asked for a 11 p er cent de­ 
crease in soil dep leting crop s, a 
summary of their rep orts shows. 
Counties included in 
the 
area: 
Cedar, Dakota, 
Thurston, 
Burt, 
Washington, Douglas, Sarp y , Col­ 
fax, Platte, Nance, Boone, Mad- 
son. Antelop e, Pierce, Knox, Stan­ 
ton, Cuming and Way ne. 
Seeking to bring about a more 
.sound land-use management, these 
committees deemed it advisable to 
cut their corn acreage 13 p er cent 
below the 
1929 
cen.sus 
figure. 
Wheat 
acreage 
would 
remain 
about the same, a big increase in 
barley is recommended. An in­ 
crease of 14.4 acres in non-crop 
land on the average 187 acre farm 
was 
deemed 
advisable 
by 
the 
farm er 
committees. 
Sorghums 
would be very slightly increased 
in the northeastern section. In­ 
creases in tam e’hay and ry e were 
also found in the rep ort. 
Northeast Section. 
Here is the average farm, acre­ 
ages of various crop s in J929 and 
the recommended acreages of the 
land-use committees:

likewise 
recommended 
a 
shift from soil 
dep leting 
crop s. 
Located in the area of big farms, 
the average farm there had an 
acreage of 1,651. Under the recom- ; 
mendations there would be 46 ; 
acres in the average farm returned ^ 
to p ermanent p asture, woodlots ; 
and other similar uses in the non­ 
crop classification. 
In this area, farmers serving on 
the land-use committees recom­ 
mended a decrca.sed corn acreage 
below the 1929 figure, less small 
grain. Under their recommenda­ 
tions there w'ould be 1,514 acres 
of non-crop land on the average 
farm in comp arison to 1,468 in 
1929.
